Tbe National Bank Bill. 


The bill to enable National Banking 


Associations to extend their corporate 
existence, as it passed the House, Satur- 
day, provides that any National Bank 
Association may, at any time within 
two years next previous to the date of 
the expiration of its corporate existence 
under the present law, with the approval 
of the Comptroller of the currency, ex- 
tend its period of succession by amend- 
ing its articles of association for a term 
of not more than twenty years from the 
expiration of the period of succession 
named in said articles of association, 
and shall continue such 'association for 
such extended period, unless sooner dis- 
solved by act of the shareholders own- 
ing two-thirds of its stock, or unless its 
franchise has been forfeited by some ac- 
tion of law. Such amendment of arti- 
cles of association must be authoiized 
by consent, in writing, of the share- 
holders owning not less than two-thirds 
of the caoital stock.

CHABL.EM STEWART PAUNELL- 


THE IBIBH PATRIOT. 


Charles Stewart Paraell wag born in 


the year 1846, at Avondale, in the 
county of Wicklow, Ireland, the son of 
a gentleman who was at one time high 
sheriff for the County Meath. His 
mother was the daughter of an admiral 
in the United States navy, and (his con- 
nection gives additional interest to the 
story of the yonng statesman's life. Mr. 
ParneU's grandfather was the last Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer of tbe Irish Par- 
liament, and bitterly opposed the iden- 
tification of Irish with British interests 
in the Parliament of the United King- 
dom . The subject of our sketch was ed- 
ucated at Magdalene College, 
Cam- 


bridge, England, from whence he was 
graduated. In 1875 he was alectedmem- 
ber of Parliament for Meath, and repre- 
sented that constituency until the gen- 
eral election of 1880, when he returned 
for three constituencies, including the 
one he had represented so long. He 
preferred to sit for the city of Cork. He 
belonged nt the beginning of his parlia- 
mentary career to the Irish Home Rule 
party, in which he soon rose to emi- 
nence, although a Protestant and per- 
sonally not popular with the lending 
members. This fact probably accounts 
for his failure, in 1879, to reconstruct 
the party by means of a national con- 
vention; but in October, of the same 
year, he founded and was made first 
President of the National Irish Land 
League. The harvests of 1877 and 1878 
were very bad and that of 1879 a total 
failure. Irish discontent rose accord- 
ingly, and Mr. Parnell and his fellow 
Land Leaguers' opportunity of success- 
ful agitation. 
Their objects were in 


brief: 1, A redaction of rents and re- 
fusal to pay if such reduction were re- 
fused. 2. A final and entire change in 
the land laws, peasant proprietorship to 
be substituted for that of landlords. 
Simultaneously with an agitation which 
in 1880 made Mr. Parnell the supreme 
Irishman and the virtual ruler of his 
country, extraordinary means of relief 
were adopted for the relief of Irish dis- 
tress, in which both England and the 
United States took n conspicuous part. 
In January, 1880, Mr. Parnell visited 
the United States and created a feeling 
which crystallized itself in the formation 
of Land League associations that have 
proved the main financial support of 
tha home organization. Two years ago 
this month he was chosen President of 
tbe Home Kule party in the place of 
Mr. Shaw. Towards the close of 1880 
information of seditious conspiracy was 
applied for by the Crown against Mr. 
Parnell and certain of his association, 
which resulted in a trial brought to an 
indeterminate issue, bat their virtual 
acquittal by tbe non-agreement of the 
jury. When he took his seat for Cork, 
the yonng statesman was made leader 
of tbe Irish party in tbe House of Com- 
mons. His tactics of obstruction pro- 
duced a strong feeling against him in 
England, aud under the Coercion act, 
wnich was thought necessary by Mr. 
Gladstone's government in order to the 
restoration of the power of the crown iu 
Ireland, he was, iu October, 1881, ar- 
rested as a "suspect," and imprisoned 
in Kilmaiuham Jail. He was released 
only the other day as the result of a let- 
ter to the Prime Minister, in which he 
is understood to have offered his co-op- 
eration with the regular authorities in 
the restoration of order, and the devis- 
ing of measures intended to obvi.ite the 
causes of political trouble ia his native 
hi ml.
